Pouren’s case constitutes one of the 
most remarkable international episodes 
ef recent history. Every possible pres- 
gure was brought to bear by the Rus- 
gian authorities and their representa- 
tives in this country to have him de- 
ported, but enemies of the Russian Gov- 
ernment rallied to his support, commit- 
tees of citizens were fo-med, funds were 
raised to procure his release and the 
litigation was pursued through several 
stages to a successful issue.

In order that she might spend an 
hour each day with her 4-year-old 
boy, Martin, who is in ‘the contagious 
ward at the City Hospital, Mrs. John 
Moskovitz of 2009 O’Fallon © street, 
goes through a strange urdeal every 
afternoon. 

The little boy has cerebro-spinal men- 
ingitis, an extremely contagious disease. 
It is necessary for Mrs. Muskovitz to 
be disinfected twice every time she vis- 
it him, so that she may not catch the 
disease Or carry it with her to the 
neighborhood where she lives. 

Pach afternoon when “she calls at 
the City Hospital she is . gen to the 
disinfecting room. There “pe is re- 
quired to remove her outer Varments. 

Clothed in Long Olled wn, 
She is sprayed with a powerful dis- 
infectant and then she is clothed in 
a long oiled silk gown which covers 
her from her neck to her feet. 

A rubber cap is fitted over her head 
so that it covers every strand of-ier 
hair. In this strange garb she goes 
into the contagious ward, where she 
sites an hour at her baby’s bedside. 

When the visit is ended she again 
passes into the disinfecting room. In 
the meantime the clothing which she 
left there has been fumigated. Before 
she dons it she is required to wash her 
face, hands and haiw with an antiseptic 
solution.

The Democratic Council ticket in the main falls 
below the standard of the Republican ticket and 
contains one candidate whose record entitles him 
to defeat. Timothy Moloney during his two 
terms of service in the House of Delegates was a 
member of an obnoxious combine. His name 
should be scratched. 

On the Republican general ticket one candidate 
is conspicuous as objectionable. Edmond Koeln, 
for Collector, has a record of membership in a 
combine which stood against public interest meas- 
ures. Some of his votes are indefensible from 
the standpoint of good government. He repre- 
sents elements which oppose reform within his 
party and in the municipal government. He was 
forced upon the ticket by these elements. His 
defeat would be a well-deserved rebuke to the 
kind of bossism which obstructs municipal prog- 
ress. The argument for his defeat is strengthened 
by the candidacy of James Hagerman Jr., whose 
excellent record of service in the Collector’s of- 
fice entitles him to re-election. 

The Post-Dispatch has performed its first duty as 
the organ of publicity in pointing out the candi- 
dates who should be defeated and giving reasons 
therefor. The prime obligation of good citizen- 
ship is to defeat unfit candidates for ofidc-e. 
Fortunately in every case a good substitute for 
the objectionable candidate is available. The 
best evidence of the growing beneficial influ- 
ence of the independent movement is found in the 
unusual proportion of acceptable candidates on 
the tickets of the leading parties. 

The only way to strengthen this independent 
influence for good is to demonstrate at the polls 
that none but good candidates can b- elected. 
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“I mever can forgive Harriman,” said Mr. 

Be- 
cause he raised $250,000 for the ticket in 1904 or 
because he wickedly revealed the fact?

HAS COUNTESS SZECHENYI FAILED? 

Countess Szechenyi, who was Miss Gladys Van- 
derbilt, at the end of 18 months of married life, 
is still a‘stranger at the court of Emperor Franz 
Joseph. Over the wall of ancestral qualifications 
plebeian Americans may not fly on the wings of 
millions. The Countess, one of the choicest 
products of our moneyed aristocracy, is bour- 
geoise in Austria. She is only two generations 
away from degrading toil. Her great-grandfather 
earned his bread in the sweat of his brow and her 
father and grandfather were known in the mar- 
ket place and the shops of the money changers. 
As vulgar Ameri€&a rates things ancestry is a 
fiction and blood an illusion. Performance by 
forbears is valuable as promising pe~formance by 
descendants, but individual -merit is the supreme 
test. Miss Vanderbilt as Miss Vanderbilt met the 
test and all was well. 

In Vienna it is different. Ancestral quantita- 
tiveness, coupled with hands unsoiled by use, 
rises superior to personal qualities. Sodden 
wealth is nothing; degeneracy, poverty and crime 
Work no attainder that permits or countenances 
ostracism. The family of the Countess may be 
traced ‘back to pirate, buccaneer or robber baron, 
like that of any Hungarian nobleman, but it 
doesn’t count. She can’t get over the wall. 

The Countess Szechenyi is not, however, the 
first American heiress whose dreams of social 
conquest in the old world have been shattered. 
Her social failure, if it is such, is neither the 
usual nor the greatest disappointment she might 
meet.

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LETTERS FROM M THE PEOPLE. 


Capt. Hodges and 4 the 1 Mill Tax. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

In your issue of-last Sunday appeared a communi- 
cation in which occurs the following remarkable 
statement, referring to the bill which imposed upon 
the street railway companies the 1 mil] tax: “This 
ordinance as submitted and drafted by Mr. Woerner 
was handed over to the Railroad Committee of the 
Council at that time; of which Capt. W. R. Hodges 
happened to be chairman, and of which the under- 
signed, Jeremiah Sheehan and Capt. Joseph Boyce, 
were the other members. Capt. Hodges had absolute- 
ly nothing to do with it except to introduce it in the 
Council, and this ordinance was subsequently passed 
exactly as submitted to us in every line, word and 
comma in the manner as conceived and drafted by 
Mr. Woerner.’”’ Now I desire to say that Capt. Boyce 
has been for years one of my esteemed persona! 
friends, and that both he and Mr. Sheehan were in-, 
telligent and diligent members of the Railroad Com- 
mittee of the Council at the time referred to, and 
that I cannot consent to their personal effacement 
and total elimination from all participation in the 
preparation of the bill referred to. I emphatically 
protest that they were not dummies and nincompoops 
who sat idly by in utter disregard of their duty and 
permitted a subordinate of the Law Department to 
usurp the functions of their office. On the contrary, 
Messrs. Boyce and Sheehan, in company with myself, 
worked for months on the bill governing and regulat- 
ing the street railways. That the bill was in process 
of formation from midwinter until it was introduced 
in the Council on the 27th of May. We had before 
us Mr. Baumhoff, superintendent of the Transit 
company; Mr. Murray Carleton, the president, and 
Mayor Wells, who as a young man had experience 
with street railways, as it was a comprehensive 
measure and we desired to act intelligently. The l 
mill tax was one of a multitude of the features of the 
bill, and it came about in this way. The w#@ter 
of 1901-2 was cold, with much snow. There was a 
shortage of street cars, and the comfort and con- 
venience of the public was ignored. People were left 
shivering on street corners, stones were thrown at 
motormen, windows were broken, and the city was 
almost on the eve of riots. The ordinances were 
conflicting and the Transit company ignored all de- 
mands for better service. A license of $25 per car 
was levied. The Railroad} Committee saw that the 
great need of the public was more cars, and that the 
city was exacting a penalty of $25 annually for every 
additional car put on. It was, therefore, concluded 
to secure the revenue to the city in a different man- 
ner, and the 1 mill tax was devised. Mr. Woerner 
was, at the request of the committee, detailed by 
the City Counselor, Mr.*Bates, to draw the bill in 
legal form, in other words, to put in shape the meas- 
ures decided upon'by the Railroad Committee.

Secretary of State Roach on Taxation. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 


My attention has been called to an editorial in a 
recent issue of your popular publication. This par- 
ticular editorial was headed ‘‘Tax Reform Defeated.”’ 
The “reform’’ discussed by your able editorial 
writer consists in the advocacy of a proposition to 
“equalize’’ taxation in Missouri by compelling the 
property that is now paying all the taxes that reach 
the public treasury to pay more hereafter than here- 
tofore by increasing the valuation; and at the same 
time the aforesaid editorial condemns in unmeasured 
terms the theory of a system of .equalization that 
has for its object the taxing of the wealth that 
evades all taxation by hiding out when the Assessor 
and Tax Collector put in an appearance. Your able 
editorial writer says: “It took courage” for two 
members of the State Board of Equalization to vote 
to increase the injustice of the system now in prac- 
tice. Perhaps no exception should be taken. to that 
allegation. Your conclusion, however, that “political 
cowardice” prompted State officers and the Legisla- 
ture to favor by their votes the idea of having the 
property assessed that hides from taxation and pays 
on no valuation, at no rate, is a8 groundless as it 
is discourteous. ‘‘Cowardice’’ is not the proper term 
to apply to any movement that has for its object 
exact justice for all and special privilege to none. 
The privilege of hiding from taxation is not in any 
degree eliminated by increasing taxes On that prop- 
erty which does not go in hiding. The necessity, if 
one exists, for more State revénue may Operate as 
a good influence to equalize the sources of taxation, 
so that no property will escape entirely, but all, 
both visible and invisible, will bear its share in 
proportion to its value. In the exercise of common 
sense in this matter, there is no occasion for a dis- 
play of either ‘‘courage’” or “cowardice.”
